UT WE ALL, with open face beholding as in a 
glass the glory of the Lord, are changed into the 
same image from glory to glory, even as by the 

“Сҹ Spirit of the Lord." 2 Cor. 3:18. 

UA These words of Paul sum up the hope of the 

ages, and to the wise furnish the means of ful- 


filling the prophecy of a ransomed world. 

The “glory of the Lord" is first and always, the suprem- 
acy and omnipotence of the All-Good; free, abundant, omni- 
present beauty, joy, love and wisdom. The glory of the Infinite

is perfected in its changeless omniscience. 
of truth and love rings down the ages, “I am the Lord, I change 
not.” “The same yesterday, today and forever.” 

Man, the changeling, has but one work to do, but one 
work to accomplish, to close consciously the circle of immor- 
tality, by faithfully beholding within himself the image and 
likeness of the One. 

Edwin Markham has said, “God has harmonized the uni- 
verse and has left it to man to harmonize the world.” 

Divine man is all powerful for he is one with omnipo- 
tence. What is principle in Divine man may be foolishness 
in mortal man, as where he boastfully affirms, “I never change 
my mind,” which is equivalent to saying, “I never progress, I 
never improve.” With what great joy the wise welcome the 
privilege of changing from wrong to right, from ignorance to 
light, from good to better and better to best. Mortal man 
must be changed for he is only a manifestation of man’s igno- 
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rance and ever subject to the higher consciousness. Thus as 
the God-man comes forth to mastery in the individual, mortal 
man vanishes for he is truly non-existent. 

We are all familiar with the inspired words of Paul of 
Tarsus, for we have frequently heard them read at funerals, 
"For this corruptible must put on incorruption and this mortal 
must put on immortality." Too seldom have these words con- 
veyed to the listener's ear the true ring of victory their writer 
must have felt and intended to inspire in others. They em- 
body the secret art of white magic, and to the student of im- 
mediate emancipation, point out the open path to the Christ- 
consciousness. 

Ignorant of the relationship of mind and body, we have 
separated the latter from a joyous and close connection with 
the source of its vitality, health and youth, thus abandoning 
it to the mortal law of time and the downward plunge. Due 
to this darkness, the whole race has associated the body with 
materiality, sickness, old age and death. Every change in the 
race should be upward and onward, and thousands of indi- 
viduals are demonstrating to their own satisfaction that right 
thinking makes right physical conditions. Clothe your body 
with the garment of praise instead of the rags of condemna- 
tion, with the glory of the Lord instead of the poverty of mor- 
tality, for thus will the corruptible put on incorruption, for it 
is written, “We shall not all sleep [die] but we shall all be 
changed." 

The objective world is a changeful one, never for one 
moment standing still, neither as to its whir in space nor the 
ever changing relationship of one atom to another. Every 
thing from sun to cell is subject to the law of change, advanc- 
ing, receding, dissolving, growing—today visible, tomorrow 
retired from physical sight. No thing seems permanent, only 
spirit is eternal. 

Physicists declare that the appearance of solidity in things 
is based on the inability of the eye to register motion beyond 
its accustomed perception; that the most solid substance is a 
mass of ever moving, ever changing particles, no two of which 
ever touch each other. To the illumined soul, the outer world 
is the reflection of the inner world of mind. It is the visible 
testimony of the invisible creator, every shade and grade of 
thought having its outer manifestation in form, A thousand 
questions are satisfactorily answered by this explanation. The 
appearance of injustice in equipment at birth, the history of 
the struggle between good and evil, are both explained to the 
one who accepts mind as the one and only power, while the 
battlefield of the pair of opposites, with its endless variety of 
expressions up and down, in and out, birth and death, ceases 
to cause fear and exercise control. Solomon, the wise, devotes 
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a chapter to this secondary world and its changefulness. In 


the third chapter of Ecclesiastes, he observes operations from 
the plane of the temporal, citing its law thus: 

“To every thing there is a season. A time to be born and 
a time to die; a time to plant and a time to pluck; a time to 
kill and a time to heal; a time to break down and a time to 
build up; a time to weep and a time to laugh; a time to mourn 
and a time to dance; a time to love and a time to hate; a time 
of war and a time of peace,’ 

In the midst of this evidence of conflicting forces, sum- 
ming up human destiny of pleasure and pain, he sees no profit 
and thus swings for relief and freedom into the arms of abso- 
lute truth: 

“T know that, whatever God doeth, it shall be forever: 
nothing can be put to it, nor anything taken from it. That 
which has been is now, and that which is to be hath already 
been." 

Man is truly as changeless as God, but so long as he be- 
lieves in change, he must for his own protection change in the 
right direction, until he fully awakens in himself the con- 
sciousness of his changeless perfect Self. Here the value of an 
all-possessing ideal is recognized and the more steadfastly man 
keeps his mind fixed on it, the more rapidly do the desirable 


changes take place. 
It is always restful and healing to turn from the plane 


of outer activity, where changes are frequently the adverse of 
the ideal, to peaceful contemplation of Changeless Reality. 
Thus, to charge and saturate the mind with statements like 
these, “Life is changeless,” “Truth is inexhaustible power" or 
just to affirm with full confidence toward God, “Thou only,” 
means that one has registered in mind and body one more 
heaven-born victory. 

We recall the story of Hawthorne’s “Great Stone Face,” 
and the little lad named Ernest, who, in his lonely life as a 
child, felt the benefit and sweet influence of lifting his eyes in 


worship to a great face in the side of a mountain which nature 
To it he went in trouble 


in a kindly mood had fashioned there. | 
and its noble countenance gave peace; in perplexity he took 
his questions there to be solved and its wisdom instructed him. 


Thus the boy's own judgment, choice and decision, during the 
period of greatest receptivity, were indelibly printed with the 
splendid qualities he so loved in the "Great Stone Face," until 
his resemblance to it both in mind and expression, was appar- 
ent to all who knew him. 

Let us not fight the facts ruled by the outer law, but seek 
to harmonize their changes by eonsciously bringing them under 
the influence of the great changeless principles of God ; in this 
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way we will *make friends with the adversary" while growing 
in power to change all things. 

Young students of the absolute message of truth are some- 
times greatly disappointed at their inability to stay the pro- 
cesses of nature; and their failure, for instance, to maintain 
flowers in their perfect bloom and beauty, is to them a sign 
that their spoken word has failed. They should be like a 
Luther Burbank, who co-operates with the great possibilities 
of a fading flower, so that it produces through its improved 
seed, better and more abundant blooms, or who through the 
magic of right change, extracts from the berry or the cactus 


its objectionable feature, thus improving it and increasing its 
value, 


By intelligent co-operation with the friends of nature and 
seeking to place the highest interpretation upon its foes, the 
whole face of the earth will be changed into a glorious and 
harmonious expression. A right degree of cold will be intro- 
duced into the unbearable heat of desert and of torrid zone, 
likewise heat into cold places. Man has power to equalize, to 
take from that which has too much and give it to that which 
has too little. Earthquakes and tornadoes will be controlled 
and the cyclone chained to do man's bidding. The nature of 
wild animals will be changed even as St. Francis, by right 
reasoning and gentle ways, changed the nature of the wolf to 
that of a gentle dog, giving him the mild and friendly attri- 
butes so attractive in the dog. 

Surely the prophecy, “Тһе lamb shall lie down with the 
lion" need not be put off for the joy of future ages, when the 
love and faith of a St. Francis is ours for present day fulfill- 
ment. This paradise regained must follow man, there being 


no law by which it can be established save that which is first 
operative in the mind of man.

К ; Man must first change his 
own mind from believing and serving evil and sin, to unfailing 


faith in his own almighty goodness and power. 

: Jesus changed water into wine, tempest into peace, limi- 
tation into plenty, fear into faith, greed and lawlessness into 
generosity and fidelity (as in the case of Zacchaeus) ; sorrow 
into joy, because he lived in the realization of changeless 
principle. 


All that does not today represent the perfect must be 
changed. Every cell in the human body represents a thought, 
and every time the mind grasps and holds to a divine idea, 
these thought-forms take on the substance of its pure essence 
and the relationship of each to each is harmonized, thus the 


body itself passes from glory to glor irit 
of the Lord. y even as by the Spiri 
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Peter, John and James, beholding the body of Jesus on 
the Mount of Transfiguration, passing from its mortal appear- 
ance into the transcendent body of immortal substance, so 
that his flesh became “shining exceeding white as snow," were 
greatly alarmed, because of their unawakened, spiritual under- 
standing. 

To shield us from too sudden an awakening, divine love 
has provided a way that seems more fitted to our need and 
which Paul calls “from glory to glory.” Nevertheless that 
body which Jesus presented to his disciples' eyes on that day 
of transfiguration, is the type of the abode of each one of us, 
and which we will some day consciously inhabit. Then shall 
we know ourselves and see each other as we are known and 
seen in the changeless mind of God forever. Then shall we 
know that every change is but illusion and that man was, is and 
ever more shall be changeless as God himself.

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GOING INTO THE SILENCE

There is nothing so effective as “going into the silence” 
for people who are not satisfied with present conditions and 
attainments. 

All desirable and as-yet-unexpressed things are in the 
silence waiting to be drawn into expression through aspiration 
| and inspiration. 

! Of course one can aspire and inspire anywhere and under 
almost any conditions. I remember one great aspiration of 
mine which was satisfied whilst I was sitting in a crowded 
street car with folks standing in front of me and others cling- 

ing to the running board. 

The Things of the Silence are everywhere present, per- 
meating solid things as the X-rays do. All creation cannot 
hinder a man communing with the Unseen at any time and in 
any place—all creation cannot hinder him except as he lets it. 
r But that is the trouble—he lets it interfere unless he is 
in almost agonizing earnest about the unseen things. That 
momentous hour on the erowded street car came after weeks 
of most earnest "seeking," after weeks of almost constant 
“concentrating” on this one thing I wanted to receive from the 
Unseen. I was so absorbed in that one subject that the crowds 
were as nothing to me. 

In order to get anything, wisdom, power, love, answers 
to questions, from the silence, one's whole interest must be ab- 
sorbed in the matter. Your interest is like the plate in a 
camera; it receives impressions only from that upon which it 
is turned. And the camera must be steadily held in one posi- 
tion until the impression is received. 
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. The human camera receives impressions from the unseen 
In exactly the same way that it receives impressions from the 
seen world. 

. But it takes a longer time to receive a complete impres- 
sion from the unseen, just as it takes a longer time to get a 
good negative in the dark. 

The unseen is the dark to us; hence the long time it often 
takes to get a complete impression of anything we desire to 
receive in the silence. It takes a longer “exposure” to get the 
impression. 

"Concentration" is merely the steady "exposure" of the 
attention, the interest, to the thing we desire to “realize,” to 
make tangible. 

Now the busy person, the person who is interested in a 
thousand things, keeps his interest so busy taking instantan- 
eous photographs that he has no time to get impressions from 
the unseen. His mind is constantly flitting from one thing to 
another. When it happens to turn toward the unseen it simply 
sweeps the dark quickly and comes back to earth again with- 
out an impression. 

Instead of a steady aspiration toward the ideal there is 
a constant perspiration toward the real. 

As there is nothing new under the sun the only progress 
made is around and around the same old things. 

The only real relief from things as they are lies in the un- 
seen. 
The only way to get at the relief is to “concentrate” on 
the unseen things. In order to do this the attention must be 
called away from seen things. The mind must be “set on 
things above," and kept set until the “renewing” is complete. 

People who are not yet satisfied that the visible world 
does not and cannot satisfy, will see no need of going into the 
silence on set occasions. And there is another class who are 
apt to see no need of it—the class whose “concentration” on 
the invisible is so constant that material things assume the 
subordinate relation. These are people who have “got the 
truth” by coming up through great tribulation; who have run 
the gamut of things and found the principle behind things. 

And almost invariably, if not always (I have never heard 
of an exception), those are people who have tried nearly every 
method of spiritual culture extant, have practiced fasting and 
prayer, breath exercises, denials and affirmations, and treat- 
ments and concentrations of every conceivable kind. 

Martin Luther was one of these; and at last, when he had 
tried everything else and was crawling up the church steps on 
all fours he “found the truth.” Immediately he arose, re- 
pudiated all his good works as unavailing and went about 
praising and preaching that not by works but by faith we are 


healed. 
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Eight or ten years ago I heard Paul Militz, who had 
worked for years at all manner of spiritual, mental and breath 
exercising, repudiate it all as “unnecessary.” 


“Not any of 
these things avail 


you,” he said. And Shelton and Burnell 
and others who have “found the truth” reiterate the same 
statement. 


And every one of them has “found the truth” through 
those very practices. 


If Martin Luther had stopped short of crawling up those 
church steps as his own seeking spirit bade him, he would 
never have “found the truth.” If Militz, Shelton, Burnell, 


et al., had left out one of their practices they would still be 
“seeking.” 


The spirit in every man bids him do things and refrain 
from doing other things, in order to “save” himself from 
something or other. Is this universal urge only a lie? No. 


These concentration exercises are kindergarten methods 
by which we learn to use ourselves. When by practice we 
have learned how, we discard the kindergarten methods. What 
was gained by self-conscious effort becomes habit. We turn 
intuitively to the unseen, whereas we used to turn to it only 
by conscious effort, by special practices. 

But why repudiate the practices? Why tell others who 
are trying to learn how, that their efforts are all useless? By 
practices we found the way; why discourage practice? 

There are the people who as yet are wrapped up in the 
material. There are those who are wrapped up in the unseen. 
Neither of these are in present need of set times for “con- 
centrating" upon the unseen, the ideal side of life. 

But there is a third great “middle class” who are not 
absorbed in the already manifest world, and who want to be 
one with the unseen world of causation. To these I say, fol- 


low the example of all the “adepts” of all the ages: practice 
"concentration." 


To all who want to accomplish something I say, Go into 
the silence regularly for power and wisdom to accomplish. 

To those whose interests are mainly in the material world, 
but who want to understand and be deeply interested in the 
unseen world of causation, to these I say, Go into the silence 
at regular periods every day. 


To all humanity who are longing for Something I say, 
All things are in the Silence; be still p know. i

V. Perfection Through Prayer. 


FOR BIBLE RESEARCH AND MEDITATION

Let us unite in that silent prayer that goes deeply and 
fully into our consciousness and realization. “When ye pray, 
believe that ye receive, and ye shall have." 

The divine instruction is “Be ye perfect," “Be ye holy, 
for I am holy,” and through the lips of Jesus Christ, “Be ye 
perfect even as your Father in heaven is perfect.” No less 
goal than that—the Perfection of God. 

Let us believe that we have received this Perfection. Thus 
shall we “pray the prayer of the righteous man” by which this 
may come to pass. And how can we pray, believing that we 
are perfect? Because there is one perfect One in us that has 
been perfect from the beginning and has never been spoiled, 
cannot be touched by blame or blemish, nor by anything cor- 
rupt or impure. That perfect One that God makes is as per- 
fect this moment as the day of its making, and so from that 
One we thank God that, in spirit and in truth, I am perfect as 
my heavenly Father is perfect. Let us take these words into 
the silence: 

I thank God that in spirit and in truth, I am perfect as my 
heavenly Father is perfect. 

SILENCE 

When the disciples of Jesus Christ desired to have their 

prayers answered—every one—they asked the Master to teach 
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them to pray, as John taught his disciples. We can see the 
picture of John the Baptist instructing his disciples just how 
they were to approach the divine Presence, what words to 
use, what state of mind and what attitude of body. As the 
disciples of Jesus Christ had been the disciples of John the 
Baptist, and had had these instructions from the Baptist's 
lips, evidently they did not feel quite satisfied, quite sure that 
John had the right method, and therefore they turned to this 
Master of Prayer, this one whose every prayer was answered, 
who made no failure, and who was in prayer most of the time. 
Silent prayer, it is true. Only upon certain intense occasions 
does he break forth with audible utterances. 

For the most part, Jesus' prayers were deep and silent,— 
in secret. He instructs his disciples that they were not to 
think of the form of their prayers, nor of what men were 
thinking of them when they were praying. He knew that the 
ordinary utterances were distracting, that men had much to 
overcome when they used outer forms of honoring God, such 
as speaking words aloud. He knew that concentration and 
unity are most essential for true prayer, therefore he said 
not to be as the hypocrites, who speak to be heard of men; 
not to be praying “оп the corners,” that is, in the sight of 
human beings with the idea that you will be thought pious 
and worthy of approval as spiritually-minded, “but when ye 
pray, enter into your closet, and pray to your father which is 
in secret and your father which heareth in secret will answer 
you openly.” 

Jesus used the word “closet,” metaphorically, for here 
were people who had no closets or even homes, who were walk- 
ing the streets and sleeping all night among the mountains, 
with no house over their heads, and he himself was out in the 
open. Yet there was the instruction, “Pray always.” Pray 
always! How can one pray always, and literally follow that 
instruction of Jesus to enter an external closet? 

We understand that it means that we go into a covered 
place, a hidden place, “the secret place of the Most High which 
is within us. For your Father which is in heaven (the King- 
dom of God is within you) must also be within you,—in secret. 
Therefore when you pray, learn to enter within yourself, to 
retire from the outer intrusion of the senses; “shut to the 
door,” the door of the eyes and ears, and the distracting 
thoughts, and then speak to the heavenly Father, the Great 
Self of us all, silently, and that which you speak in secret will 

made manifest openly. 

What volumes this Master teaches about prayer! We 
could take up hours talking about the teachings of Jesus 
Christ upon Prayer, but today we can only touch some of the 


Salient points, especially in connection with the Way of Per- 
fection. 
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Throughout Jesus Christ's teaching he shows us the char- 
acter of the Father, which is absolutely essential for us to 
know in order to pray an effectual prayer. We cannot think 
of God as a tyrant, or even austere, a severe and harsh master. 
We cannot even remember the old teachings of a wrathful God, 
but approach divinity as the nearest and dearest, the sweetest 
and most lovable presence that has ever been in our lives. 
Tender, yearning, inviting, pouring out blessing after bless- 
ing without any limit. This was the teaching of Jesus Christ, 
that the Divine Character is as the tenderest father, who runs 
to meet you when you show the slightest indication of ap- 
proaching him. 

It has been asked why these good things are not forced 
upon us? Why are we allowed to go without them? Because 
the first act of love is that you shall be independent, free, and 
have your good only by choosing and co-operating with its 
source, God. "Therefore the divine Father respects your indi- 
viduality, and without your co-operation, being the yoke-fellow 
with God, your good appears not, and better for you to suffer 
than to be a mere automaton, a puppet upon whom the strings 
are pulled to go or to be. A true lover will not buy the love of 
his beloved, nor draw her to him by gifts or external things, 
but he waits and waits for love to spring from within. So 
our heavenly father waits for us, and if we are not receiving, 
we must correct ourselves, seek more knowledge, enter into 
more life and manifest more of the divine character ourselves. 
Give to others; consider others; be thoughtful for them. The 
very things that we are demanding of the Spirit, let us do 
ourselves to others. So shall we open ourselves to this pres- 
ence of God without limit. * 

Jesus Christ shows that God does not send disease; God 

does not send death, nor poverty. Jesus compares God to an 
earthly father, who will not give his son a stone instead of 
bread, a serpent in place of an egg, a scorpion in place of a 
fish. Then surely your heavenly Father will not give you 
disease when you ask for health, death when you ask for life, 
or poverty when you ask for comfort and freedom from debt. 
By this comparison, let us ever remember the divine character, 
more loving than any earthly father can be, more willing to 
give us every good thing than even the tenderest earthly 
parent. Де» 
With this right idea of God we approach the divine one, 
not afar off, not separate from us in the heavens above, but 
within our own hearts. Learn to speak softly and tenderly 
and lovingly within yourselves, and often address the Father. 
Grow accustomed to this; it means much to just use the word 
“Father.” You do not need to go into detail or to make long 
prayers, for your Father knoweth what things ye. have ее 
of. Таке the most commonplace needs of your daily life an 
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learn to refer them to the Father and you will find them flow- 
ing to you as easily and freely, as when you go to your banker, 
where you have a good account, and simply request a certain 
sum, and it is passed to you quiekly. So we should understand 
the heavenly banker, like some friend who has never refused 
you, but considers it an honor to accommodate you. 

One of the principal points that is brought forward in 
Jesus Christ's teaching about prayer is forgiveness. Indeed, 
he makes that a central point in the Lord's Prayer, finishing 
his instructions by enlarging upon forgiveness. Forgiveness 
without limit, this is the perfection of your interior life. 
When one is determined to walk the way of perfection, there 
come to mind things hard at first to forgive; things that some 
people will not even consider; it hurts to think of forgiving 
certain things that you cannot bear to talk about. In such a 
case make your prayer, "Father, teach me to forgive; give 
me the heavenly spirit to forgive." 

You have forgiven perfectly when you are willing to for- 
get and can forget. Then you may know you are forgiven, for 
with what measure you forgive, you are forgiven. It is auto- 
matic, for the Spirit of Love itself radiates the consciousness 
that is forgiving. 

I remember one man who was high up in spiritual things 
telling me this: *For years I could not pray the Lord's Prayer, 
for every single time I came to that place, 'forgive us our 
trespasses as we forgive those who trespass against us, I 
could not say it. For I did not wish to forgive. I did not 
want to have the feeling of excusing or condoning the wrongs 
certain people had done, or in any way to be changed from 
that resentment and hatred, and even secret wish that these 
people should suffer as they had made me suffer." But there 
finally came a time when he could excuse them, when he could 
see that ignorance was back of it; they knew not themselves 
nor what they were doing to themselves; though they were 
intellectual, refined and cultured, they were undeveloped in 
their spiritual nature, crude and childish, more to be pitied 
than to be hated. 

So we understand why Jesus made that point so strong 
after giving the Lord's Prayer. Forgive to the uttermost, it 
is the way of perfection. Then you will find that as you go 
along this way of perfection, little testing experiences will 
come to you, such as thoughtless words from others, false 
suggestions, accusations and misunderstandings, that bring 
out more of your lovableness, your grace, the beauty of your 
character. These things eventually find you unmoved, having 
forgiven so long that at last you see you have nothing to for- 
give. You are as the Holy Spirit, radiating love without a 
thought of forgiving anybody or anything. This is the great- 
est forgiving power in the world. 
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It is for us finally to stand in that consciousness where 
nothing can come to us that we need to forgive, no mal-treat- 
ment, no condemnation, nothing of evil whatever. This is the 
place that Jesus Christ prophesied should come to himself, in 
the words, “Hereafter I will not talk much with you, for the 
prince of this world cometh and hath nothing in me," which 
means that there would be nothing in him to correspond to, or 
suffer from, evil, sin, persecution and the rest. 

Do you know that when you have nothing that can tor- 
ment you, nothing that corresponds to the evils of others, that 
none of these things can come near you? "The whole secret lies 
within yourself. So to walk the way of Perfection means for- 
giveness, forgetting, excusing, freedom from condemnation, 
non-resistance toward evil. You stand as the angel, whose 
business it is to serve and to love, and, if its offices are refused, 
to be silent and undisturbed by repelling, and wait lovingly 
and patiently another opportunity. 

This is the life worth immortalizing; for as long as we 
suffer from sickness, as long as we draw to us poverty, or feel 
resentment, hatred or condemnation towards others, we do 
not wish to live long; we are glad to feel that there “remain- 
eth a rest” from this mortal strife. But when you reach that 
place where you are in the consciousness of the angels,—the 
angel of the Lord coming to you and working with you,—why, 
life is just as heavenly in the flesh as in the Spirit. 

This is the victory that is for you, here and now, through 
the life of, and perpetual communion with, the Spirit that is 
within yourself. We live by this communion, but for the most 
part, humanity is not conscious of this heavenly breath. Our 
outer breath but symbolizes the real soul-breath that is ex- 
pressed in good thoughts, loving thoughts. If one were to 
cease to have good thoughts, the breath would stop. The only 
reason we are cut off by accident or disease or any other form 
of evil is because there is a moment or second when we utterly 
forget every good. If Jesus Christ had not forgotten for one 
moment—for one brief second—that God was with him, he 
could never have died. It was the shade of his ancestry upon 
him, as he repeated those words, “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” And he was to do this as a part of the 
plan to prove that though you are utterly cut off, if you re- 
member, you can come again just as quickly as you went. . 

The Perfect Life is the life of absolute love, that has in it 
nothing but love for every creature, every human being, the 
Whole earth. We cannot be too loving, too kind and gentle, 
too large and merciful. Love, absolute love is the way of Per- 
fection, and if there rise in the mind thoughts that are harsh, 
selfish and filled with hatred, learn to breathe the words, 
“Father, help me; Spirit, keep me in love; Christ be with =e 
Not long prayers, just a breath. It will lift you instantly. 
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Keep this consciousness between you and the Spirit, strong 
and elear every moment, and when it seems hard to do so 
eount the prayers not too long, nor the hours lost if you should 
be all night in prayer. Jesus Christ was all night in prayer 
many a time, and it is wise for you, rather than to fall asleep 
with anger in your heart, or fear or any other false thought, to 
continue in prayer until the Spirit wins. 

Absolute faith is the Way of Perfection. You are as 
surely in a school of Christ, as anyone is in a school of the 
world today. You are being trained by the Great Master of all 
possibilities, as an athlete is trained for his victory. There- 
fore know this, that your faith will never be tested too much, 
that, so surely as you have a problem that is large there is a 
larger faith that awaits you to take, and be not afraid but get 
close to the Spirit and you shall be promoted. Every time that 
you enlarge your faith, that you persist in believing that all 
things are possible, you are further on in the Life of Perfec- 
tion, in your angel life, your Christ life, while yet you walk in 
the flesh. 

These three, Love, Faith and Knowledge, must ever be 
remembered in this Walk of Perfection, and we must never be 
content with anything less than absolute love, absolute faith, 
absolute knowledge. We of this age are so eager to get knowl- 
edge! How people are struggling and striving after it! They 
know more than their ancestors of the material world, of the 
earthly life of the people, of the subtle and secret powers of 
existence, yet these knowledges are but substitutes for the 
real. As long as we are content with these we are not par- 
taking of the heavenly blessings; therefore, with all of our 
seeking for knowledge let us remember that we can never be 
quite satisfied except with the omniscience of God. It seems 
that we ask a great deal, but it is not as much as it is com- 
manded us to take. We look upon a person who wants the 
whole earth, as greedy and unreasonable, yet it is for you to 
have the whole earth, and more—the whole heavens, yes, and 
more. Nothing less than God's own self. 

Know God. “And this is life eternal, that they might 
know thee, the only true God, and Jesus Christ whom thou 
hast sent.” To know God is to know Omniscience. That is 
logical. If you are to know God wholly you will have to have 
the mind of God, for anything less than the mind of God can- 
not know God. Therefore, when Jesus Christ gives this say- 
ing, he means that you are to have the mind of God, which 
knows all that ean be known. 

Perfection is ours as we know immortality, here and now. 
There is coming to the race, through the mentalities of those 
who are keeping close to the Spirit, ways and means of renew- 
ing these bodies so that those, whose faces appear old and 
their forms broken, shall renew their youth, and soul-beauty 
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shall make the face grow sweet with life and love, and shine 
through this flesh as the light of an alabaster lamp. When 
beauty shall begin to show forth among the spiritually- 
minded; when this world shall come to the knowledge that the 
spiritual life is the key of the prosperity of certain people; 
that the spiritual life is back of their happiness and their free- 
dom; then there will be an earnest seeking for this magic Key. 
And that quest is more general and nearer to our day than we 
think. How eagerly will men and women yet seek this knowl- 
edge! And every one of you, that are pioneers today in this 
understanding, will become teachers, helpers, healers and up- 
lifters. We have known ardent students in worldly pursuits 
who know no sacrifice too great in order to perfect themselves 
in their art, in their science. Why should we not have the 
same ardor, the same devotion, to perfect ourselves as Jesus 
Christ did? 

Take your New Testament. Study the words, meditate 
upon them day and night and look for nothing less than that 
goal which Jesus places before us of being perfect as our heav- 
ету Father is perfect. “Sanctify them," he said. “Sanctify 
them through thy truth, thy word is truth," and he declared, 
"I have given unto them the words which thou gavest me," 
and he did give every word for your perfection. 

By inspired memory, the disciples recorded all the words 
that are to help us into this Christ-life of Perfection here upon 
the earth. Devote yourselves to the New Testament—at least 
the Four Gospels—you will discover a book that will never 
fail. You will have words that will spring quickly to your 
mind and advance you even with rapid strides toward that 
Perfection which is yours now in God. ; 

Remember it is no hard work, it is not something that 
you are to acquire, that you do not have now. Remember that 
you have it now. You are perfect now. You are complete 
now. You аге free now. That is the truth of your being, and 
this is your privilege, to show it forth in the flesh.

In the days of San Francisco's early history, when the 
Judge, who presided over the Police Court, had all the crim- 
inal cases brought first to him, from petty larceny to murder, it 
was a very responsible position, being held by one man only, 
and a great deal of authority and confidence reposed in him. 

For eight years Judge Hale Rix, the father of the Editor 
of THE MASTER MIND occupied that position, and many are the 
stories that are told of his wisdom, clemency and rare kind- 
ness.

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GOOD WILL TO THE HEBREWS

It is written “Salvation is of the Jews." This is true not 
because it is so written; it is so written because it is true. 
It is a truth, not because it is recorded in the Scripture, but 
because it is—in the Jews. Salvation is in and of the Jews 
even as it is written. The prophet who foretold it, and the 
great Master who quoted it, did so because they recognized 
in the Hebrew that “preserving quality" which makes for 
salvation or saves. 

Today as we look out upon the unrest of the world, we 
ean but know that now as never before has the time come 
for that preserving quality of the Jew to be put to изе, that 
he may save the world, and so save himself. Himself he 
cannot save so long as his idea is one of mere self-preservation, 
but when Truth shall illumine his consciousness, then will he 
be inspired with a mighty desire to save the whole world from 
its foolish, ignorant, creed-bound ideas of religious dogma.

And suddenly there was with the angel a multitude 
of the heavenly host praising God and saying, “Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth Peace,—Good will to men!” 

What a wonderful song to be sung at the birth of a babe,

What a moment in the history of our planet that was! 
What would have been the history of our planet if that mo- 
ment had not been? In that hour Jesus the Head of the Uni- 
versal body of Divine Man was born.

Life, all together, all as “one vine.” It has never been a i 


tion of one man being the Son of God, but of every man being 
a Son of God, and all men members of the self-same Son!

Any child ean understand it, and it was 
the teaching of Jesus of Nazareth. Being the first to perceive 
it, of necessity he had to be the one to reveal it, and it is in 
this sense that he was “sanctified and sent" to be “the Way, 
the Truth and the Life" for the rest of us to follow.

Unconsciously has he done it, but while the world has been de- 
veloping to that consciousness where it can distinguish be- 
tween the Life idea and the Church idea, the Jew has waited 
for the Messiah! He will soon appear to his vision. He will 
not be the Messiah held before the world by the Christians 
though he will be called by the same name! The Jew looks 
for a man of power who will save his people. The Christian 
has been holding to view a meek Christ, a lowly Christ, a 

poverty-stricken Christ, a dead Christ, and it is time for us 
all to see a Power-full Christ, a rich Christ,—a living Christ! 
What wonder that the Jews have failed to see in Jesus the 
Christ-like attributes of their ideal—so poorly has the Chris- 
tian depicted him! 

Jesus of Nazareth needs a champion. 
He needs to be understood. 

He needs to be correctly quoted. 

He needs to be read LITERALLY — 
His sayings not fitted into dogma. 

He came to establish no political kingdom—he came to 
show the way into a better and fuller expression of Life. He 
showed the way by being the way, making of himself an open 
"door"—a nothingness. He lived for no personal reason, but 
to give to the world the “Light.” Every vestige of self was 
washed away at his baptism. At his temptation he refused 
to use Universal Laws for personal ends. All the Kingdoms 
of the world could have been his through his knowledge of 
the Laws of Mind, very easily the little kingdom of the Jews, 
but he refused them knowing that the real Kingdom was a 
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further out-pressing of Life into a new creature, even a 
deathless creature—a God-man. Thus he came preaching the 
Kingdom of God, teaching men that through the use of the 
Law of Love they could reach out into a state of expression 
where there would be no death.
